The S’2 million shortage In revenues was due mainly to 
coniinued sluggish collcetiuns of sates inxes, one of the 
key indicators of the slate’s economic activity. When 
adjusted for changing lax rates, sales tax collection!- 
over the past 12 months rose less than 1 percent from 
the previous fiscal year, 

But slate income lax collections from both individual'- 
and corporations, tlio other key revenue Indicators \.-i 
the stale’s economic health, grew at a pace grealn 
than analysis had expected. 

"The fact that we were able to project slate revenue 
with such accuracy is a further Indication that Idaho’;, 
economy is staliilizlng and is improving." Gov. Cecil An- 
drussaid. 

But while the books were closed on the old budgt-i 
year with little upheaval tor the slate, the outlook con- 
tinued to lieeluiuled. 

The ambitious SC57.3 million budget for the year that 
begins today exceeded the projection for tax colicclion'i 
over the next 12 months by as much as $1.7 milllrin, ac- 
cording lo the Legislative Budget Office. Pclerson’s 
staff puls llial red Ink at a relatively ineonscquenti:il 
S-tOit^UO or less. 

But with no reseryi^Tfler balancing accounts for the 
past year, the revenue crunch could be severely com- 
pounded if the stale is hit by another severe fire season 
as it was a year ago. The stale had to cough up on extra 
$2.7 million lo pay its fire suppression bill from last 
summer.

'^^BLM Public information Officer 
Barry -Rose said fire investigators 
still were investigating the-exacl- 
method of how the fires were set. 

But. "They do not appear to be the 
result of inadvertent or careless 
behavior,” he said. 

"Fire patterns, discussions with 
witnesses and observations at the 
scene indicate the fires were inten- 
tionally started,” he said. 

Earlier Tuesday, the BLM hod 
issued a statement saying the fires 
were man-caused, leaving open the 
possibility lhal the blazes were oc- 
cidental. But after the BLM’s fire 
investigation team did some more 
checking, the BLM changed its posi- 
tion and declared all three fires in 
the Boise foothills as intentionally 
set, he said. 


‘We're very fortunate that we 
didn’t lose -to to 50 homes,” Boise 
Fire Chief Phil Johnson said. "It’s

slop the fire in some areas.” 

The fires, which were declared out 
Tuesday evening,' were battled by 
150 firefighters at the height of the 
fire, which erupted about 6:15 p.m. 
Monday. , 

Two separate fires in the Rocky 
-Canyon area merged before BLM 
fire crews and • firefighters fron\- 
Boise and surrounding cities gained 
the upper hand. A third fire at Table 
Rock brought the total acreage 

charred to 1,300 acres, Rose said. 

The flames forced the evacuation 
of some residents in several affluent 
foothills neighborhoods. 

Gov. Cecil 'Andrus, who lives in the 
area, proclaimed an extreme state 
of emergency, making all slate facil- 
ities and services available to city 
officials. Although the fire was con- 
tained, that emergency declaration 
will remain in effect for another four 
weeks. 

There wore no injuries reported.

Roberts told a television audience on the "Richard 
Roberts Live” show that the healings occurred at 
services years ago “when we didn't even unders- 
tand” definitions of death. 

"1 understand that there’s a difference in a person 
dying and not breathing and then being pronounced 
clinically dead," Robertssaid. 

"I have seen thc.ddad raised os 1 understand that 
a person is dead." 

Roberts said on his son’s show Tuesday that be 
had once prayed for a baby that appeared to have 
died during a service he conducted some years ago. 

Roberts said be began to pray. 

“I said something like, ‘God, restore this life, 
restore this little baby.’ And It jerked. It jerked In 
my hand." 

Roberts said the baby became still again and then 
finally stirred. 

State halts abortion payments 

MASON, Mich. (AP) — State payments tor poor 
women’s abortions were halted Tuesday by a judge 
who agreed with an anti-abortion group’s Inter- 
pretation of .1 new state law ft had initiated. 

Ingham County Circuit Judge Robert Holmes Bell 
ruled the law., which outlaws Medlcaid-flnanccd 
abortions unless the woman’s life is in danger, takes 
effect immmcdlalcly and not next April as "pro- 
choice” groups had contended. 

"It appears the Legislature knew what they were 
doing when they adopted this particular act and this 
act includes the immediate effect provision,” Bell 
said.

expected growth In personal income 
tax collections during the last sev- 
eral months may be misleading. 
That growth, annualized at a rate of 
over G percent, has slgnificanljy ex- 
ceeded job expansion and wage In- 
creases during lhal period, officials 
said. Some believe It may be the 
result of excess lax withholding by 
workers confused over the new tax 
laws, and if that proves true much of 
the additional money will be siphon- 
ed from the state treasury through 
refunds next spring. 

The much bigger problem, 
however, will likely come when 
lawmakers try to fashion a budget 
for the year that bcgins.in July 1988. 
They will have to decide between" 
severely curtailing state spending in 
many areas Including education or 
endorsing another round of tax in- 
creases Just months before voters go 
to the polls to elect new members of 
the House and Senate. 

After boosting slate spending in 
the new budget by a hefty 10 percent 
and raising taxes by more than $100 
million to finance it last winter, 
legislative leaders warned that the 
1988 session would sec formulation of 
only a maintenance budget for the 
next year. 

But while Andrus and others sec 
some signs of Improvement in the 
overall state economy, Icgisiativc 
budget analysts said it would be safe 
to expect only a 2.5 percent increase 
in general tax collections, or growth 
of about $16 million over the reve- 
nues projected for the coming 12 
months. 

Another $1.5 million can be ex- 
pected from state tax changes. But 
at the same temb, the analysts 
pointed out, the state will lose over 
$6 million because of a corporate tax 
break approved two years ago, 
another M.l million because of addi- 
tional tax breaks authorized by last 
year's federal tax reform act and 
some $2.6 million to cover slate 
'worker pay raises and other changes 
In laws governing state finances ap- 
proved last winter. 

— The net effect would be an in- 
crease in ti\x collections of less than 
1 percent over the amount forecast 
for the comlngycar.

Michigan waste site choice 

■ DEARBORN. Mich. (AP) — Michigan was chosen Tuesday by six 
other Midwest states to be the sile of the region's first low-lcvcl 

' radioactive waste dump. 

The 6-1 vote of the Midwest Interstate Low-Level Radioactive 
Waste Commission means Michigan will have to find a location for 
a dump, unless federal law setting up regional sites is changed or 
thestaterefuscs. 

“It’s certainly no surprise.” said David Hales, a University of 
Michigan professor who is the slate’s representative on the panel. 

Gov. James Blanchard, who has said the stale may refuse to 
' build the center unless the federal law is changed to meet 
Michigan's concerns, had no immediate comment. 

Representatives of Ohio. Indiana. Iowa. Wisconsin, Minnesota 
and Missouri voted for Michigan on grounds that it produces the 
biggest volume and most radioactive of the waste gencralcd by 
Ite seven-state region.

ATLANTA (AP) - Researchers say It is too early to' draw any 
conclusions about public health risk from research showing that 
mosquitoes which had ingested AIDS<ontamlnatcd blood were 
later discovered to carry the AIDS virus. 

“We have no definite conclusions yet," said Dr. Jai Nayar, an in- 
sect specialist at the, the Medical Entomology Laboratory in Vero 
Bueb.Fla. 

The Atlanta Constitution, which reported on the findning Tues- 
day, said that research by the National Institutes of Health was 
contioutog to determine if this represented a-publlc health con- 
cern. 

Dr. Robert Gallo, who is conducting the research for the Na- 
tional Cancer Institute, refused to comment Tuesday on the news- 
paper report. He released a statement from his office in Bethesda, 
Md.. nowever, saying there was no evidence to suggest that mos- 
qoit^ could spread the deadly acquired immune deficiency syn- 
drome. 

Officials at the national Centers for Disease Conlrol in Atlanta 
declined to comment directly on Gallo's research, but said the 
CDC’sown studies indicate that inscctscnnnot transmit AIDS.

WASHINGTON (AP) - it Col. 
Oliver L. North, the central figure in 
the Iran-Contra affair, turned over 
personal notes, telephone logs and 
other documents Tuesday to con- 
gressional Investigators after being 
granted limited immunity from pro- 
secution. 

North’s papers, long sought by the 
House and Senate investigating 
panels, were contained In a set of 
seven black loose-leaf binders turned 
over to each committee during a 
15-minulc dosed session on Capllol 
iim. 

The papers included North’s tele- 
phone logs, correspondence, personal 
calendars and copies of the contents 
of 21 spiral notebooks he kept during 
the time the Iran arms sales and 
Contra resupply efforts were going 
on, a committc aide said. Sensitive 
intelligence information had been 
removed. 

North also iinswcrcd a string of 
questions designed to establish that 
he has knowledge of the affair and to 
lay the groundwork for later inter- 
rogation. said the aide, speaking on 
condition of anonymity. 

The Marine officer, wearing his 
ribbon-bedecked uniform, was 
brought into the meeting under 
tight security and wa.s shielded from 
reporters as he came and left 
through a garage entrance in a 
House office building.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Attorney General Edwin 
Mcese III violated financial disclosure requirements 
after investiii^4GO,000 with a businessman Involved 
in the Wcdtcch scandal, the Office of Government 
Ethics said Tuesday. 

Mcese voluntarily invested the money In 1985 with 
W. Franklyn Chinn under an arrangement that foils 
to qualify as a blind trust under the 1978 Ethics In 
Government Act, ethics office Director David Mar- 
lin said in a letter to a Democratic congressman. 

Martin said arrangements like the one Mcese had 
with Chinn — a "limited blind partnership” — fail to 
shield the attorney general from the requirement of 
disclosing outside financial Interests on his annual 
disclosure form. 

Martin’s letter to Rep. Gerry SikorskI, D-Minn., 


>ald that no limited blind partnership “would sliicld 
an cxccutivo •-ranch official from being deemed, to 
have knowledge of outside tinancial Interests or 
from the requirement of disclosing such interests in 
a public financial disclosure report.”

Why not test Gorbachev rather than our nuclear weapons? 


A disquieting fact is that despite 30 years 
of negotiating with the Russians, the nu- 
clear-arms race has been propelled In but 
one direction, ever upward. 

Yet the more we invest In military 
preparedness, now at a cost of $3 trillion, the 
more threatened we grow. There is no lack 
of warnings. Chernobyl and Challenger have 
been loud clarion calls announcing our com- 
mon vulnerability to modem technology. 

Nuclear weapons and human beings cannot 
permanently coexist. One or the other must 
disappear. To date we have survived not by 
the wisdom of our leaders but by sheer luck. 

Since militarization of our foreign policy 
has been a dismal failure, why not abandon 
it? This is easier to articulate than to im- 
plement. We are trapped in our own careful- 
ly wrought Illusions. 

Nearly all global problems have been 
framed as a Manlchacan struggle between 
our saintly democratic virtues and their im- 
perial communist vices. When governments 
arc driven by worst case assumptions, para- 
noia will shape foreign policy. 

A prevalent attitude has been that wc 
cannot negotiate fruitfully with those wc 
cannot trust. But wc could always trust the

Soviets to act in their self-interest. An over- 
riding interest of their society, as In ail 
others, is to survive. 

As yet, no one has ascribed to them the 
malevolent intent of destroying themselves 
for the pleasure of destroying us. In fact, as 
wc go off to sleep wc arc not plagued with 
uncertainty about waking the next day — an 
implicit expression of our trust in the sanity 
of the Soviet government. 

A new factor of momentous significance 
has now entered the equation, and that is 
Mikhail Gorbachov. At long last the Polit- 
buro has a modern, youthful leader. He is 
said to be Intelligent, to possess a broad his- 
toric view unencumbered by ideology and to 
be eager to effect change, domestically and 
abroad. He has often affirmed willingness to 
dismantle nuclcararscnals. 

Again the issue of trust looms large. Is 
this so much pious platitude or is there 
substance to his offers? How wc Americans 
answer this question may well determine 


whcthcrhumanklnd has a future. 

Let me begin with some personal observa- 
tions, i may have spent more time with 
Gorbachev than any other American except 
for President Ronald Reagan and Secretary 
of State George Schultz. 

During nearly eight hours, in three sepa- 
rate meetings, the most recent earlier this 
month, I had the chance of observing this 
world leader closely, with the trained eye of 
a clinician. Gorbachev is an attractive per- 
son; hlseycs arc alive with curiosity: he 
listens patiently and attentively, jots down 
things of interest; he exudes profound 
respect and courtesy for visitors. There is a 
patina of shyness and unpretentiousness. 

Hrposes sharply focused questions and 
responds with well-thought-out, unc- 
quivocatlng answers. He Is ready to laugh, 
and his repartee Is frequcntly.laccd with 
unabrasive humor. 

His speech is crafted with significant Im- 
agery, with literary and even biblical allu- 
sions: "There would not be a second Noah's 
ark after a nuclear deluge,” or “The 
stockpiling of nuclear weapons means that 
the human race has lost its immortality.” 

Many Krcmlinologlsts say that Gor- 


bachev’s primary if not exclusive preoc- 
cupation is with a lagging, bureaucracy- 
ridden economy. I believe, however, that his 
major concern is the nuclear threat. 

He began our recent meeting with these 
words: "The task of survival transcends all 
differences between social systems.” He has 
been hammering away at the urgency of a 
“new way of thinking,” largely focused on 
the nuclear peril : “The question stands like 
this: either political mentality is geared to 
the requirements of the times, or cillviza- 
tlon and life itself on earth may perish.” 
Mankind's Immortality “can be regained on- 
ly by destroying nuclear weapons.” 

In the brief two years of his rule, Gor- 
bachev has offered 2S major arms control 
proposals, many of these American ideas 
presented by previous administrations. 

On Aug. 6, 193S, he initiated a complete 
moratorium on nuclear testing. He extended 
the moratorium three times during a period 
of 18 months. The din of underground explo- 
sions, unfortunately, continued as the Unit- 
ed States tested 22 nuclear devices, thereby 
rousing an angry world outcry. With his 
words, deeds and charismatic personality, 
Gorbachev has turned around a hostile world

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States paying price now for bloating educational systems 


To their considerable surprise, the admis- 
sions offices of some of the nation’s more 
prestigious colleges and universities find 
themselves confronted not with the famine 
they had predicted but with a feast for 
which they are unprepared. 

Atinstitutlons such as Dickinson, 

Carlclon, Lehigh and Skidmore, the reduc- 
tion in applications that the end of the baby 
boom was supposed to produce has not ma- 
terialized; Instead thc.se colleges have

Of numerous such attempts at consolida- 
tion, The Chronicle reported, only one has 
succeeded; that was In South Dakota, and

Elsewhere, the pride and avarice of private 
groups have triumphed over the public's in- 
terest in paring down bloated state systems 
of highcrcducatlon. 

Those systems were built during the great 
spending spree that began at the end of 
World War II with the GI Bill of Rights,' 
reached Its climax with the orgy that was 
the Great Society and gradually petered out 
with inflation and the coming of Ronald 
Reagan. 

The transformation of public higher •• 
education during these three decades was 
nothing less than breathtaking. States that 
formerly supported a single central univer- 
sity, a land-grant-agricultural college and a 
loose system of normal schools suddenly 
found themselves running vast systems of 
“universities" with branches in every locali- 
ty that could muster sufficient political 
clout to force its way into a feeding place at 
thctroiigh. 

It was democratization carried to wlld^ 


zany, irresponsible extremes, and now the 
slates arc paying the price for It. 

So long as the money flowed freely and the 
boomers enrolled in ever-rising numbers, 
legislators and stale boards of education 
saw no Impediment to IcUlng'lhc good limes 
roll. Goaded by ambitious alumni and local 
business interests, administrators of teach- 
ers' collcgcsxTppcarcd before legislative 
committees and demanded that their 
schools be made instant "universities”; 
localities where no public colleges or univer- 
sities existed came before those same com- 

ymit tce s nnd p l e a dw H o rth elrahare-of-the 

bonanza. 

The order of the day was not the states’ 
real educational needs but politics, and poli- 
tics insisted upon something for cveryb^y. 

But the good times roll no longer. The 
baby boom is over — the number of 18-year- 
olds will drop by nearly a million between 
1979 and 1997 — and so is the spending spree. 
Not merely ithat, but there seems now to be 
widespread public awareness of the excesses 
that have been committed in the name of 
higher education and diminished support for 
unchecked funding of it. The big toot was fun 
while It lasted, but It's over. 

Unfortunately, though. It left the land- 
scape strewn iflth numerous colleges and 
"universities” that are of use only to 
themselves. State boards of higher educa- 
tion areal last discovering — eureka! — 
that Ihcyeountcnanccd wasteful duplication 
of educational services, and arc now trying 
to eliminate or reduce this duplication so as

LONDON (AP) — Anglicon Church 
envoy Terry Waite and two 
American hostages have been smug- 
gled from Lebanon to the Iranian ho- 
ly city of Qom, Independent Televi- 
sion reported Tuesday night, quoting 
Shiite Moslem sources in Beirut. 

It said Waite and American 
hostages Terry Anderson and 
Thomas Sutherland were moved by 
different routes by their pro-Iranian 
captors. 

The Americans were smuggled 
overland lo Iran, part of the way In 
coffins, and Waite was taken cither 
by ship via the Suez Canal and Ara- 
bian Sea or, more probably, by ship 
to Turkey and overland lo Iran, the 
network said.

It a customer drops the service, there would be a 
541 charge for the first 15 minutes of a service call 
plus materials, says Wendy Carver, Mountain Bell 
spokeswoman. . 

But how likely Is Ihc inside wiring to konk out? 

Mountain Bell won't say. The telephone company 
says the wire maintenance contract is a valuable 
service for the consumer and the company is charg- 
ing a fair market rate for it. •• 

The service pays for Itself in C.8 years. Carver 

But the actual cost of the service to Mountain Bell 
is less than 25 cents per month, says Lynn Anderson, 
telephone analyst for the state Public Utilities 
Commission. “It’s a big profit maker for the com- 
pany,” hcsald. 


There arc a number of points to consider In 
deciding whether the contract Is a good idea, said 
Carl Oppcdahl. author of "The Telephone Book, a 
guide to telephone services. 

The first thing is to make sure every telephone in 
the house or office can be disconnected with modular

Starling today. It becomes a crime P' 
— subject to the toughest penalties y< 
In the country — to conduct any sort li 
of training designed to cause injury 
to people or property or to deprive 
people of their civil rights. 

Attorney General Jim Jones says 
law enforcement officers have had 
reports from four or five Idaho coun- 
ties of training sessions designed to 
“get” certain groups. such as blacks, 
Jews or other minorities. 

‘‘The standard of proof Is very 
tough” for the new law, Jones said. 
The slate must prove that the 
firearms training or other activity Is 
Intended to formcnl civil disorder, 
riots, or to harm individuals or pro- 
perly. 

That will probably require direct 
testimony obtained by wire-taps, in- 
formants. or firsthand observation 
of the acts involved. 

‘‘It should be a tough standard. We 
should have good, solid evidence be- 
fore we proceed with these sorts of 
cases,” Jones said. 

Another 19 slates have laws 
designed to . cover firearm or ex- 
plosives training for illegal activi- 
ties. 

Jones says Idaho's new law goes 
much further. It says any sort of ac- 
tivity designed to be used in Illegal 
^efforts can be a felony — not limited 

to firearms or explosives training- 

Most of the other states call for a 
maximum of three years in prison 
and a fine of SS.OOp. Idaho's new law 
can produce a ib-ycar prison term 
and a $50,000 fine. 

”11 won't cover legitimate activi- 
ties such , as self-defense or sport- 
sman training,” Jones said. “It will 
target the obnoxious people we want 
to pul a slop to.” 

Starting today, drunken drivers 
Will be in even more trouble. 

Because the state has been crack- 
ing down on drunken drivers, police 
say more and more motorists have 
been refusing lo take blood-alcohol 
tests when stopped. 

The penalty for that has been the 
loss of a driver’s license for 120 days. 
Now the penalty becomes 180 days. 
And a new slate law makes It much 
harder for anyone to get a tem- 
porary license for a Job or other pur- 
poses. 

Because of an Ada County case, 
another slate law that goes into ef- 
fect- will make it a felony, not a 
misdemeanor, to leave the scene of 
an accident where injury or death 
has occurred. That legislation was 
Ifluenccd by an Ada County case In 
which a driver could only be charged 
with a misdemeanor for leaving the 
scene of a fatal traffic crash. 

Search-warrant requirements 
have been broadened to expand the 
scope of evidence that may be taken 
by an officer. And for the first time, 
search warrants can cover intangi- 
bles such as computer records. 

Idaho will get tougher on those 
who create, possess or sell child por- 
nography. It will become a felony to 
merely possess "hard core” child 
pornography. 

On the other hand, it will become a 
little easier to drink beer and wine 
between i a.m. and 2 a.m. in those 
counties that allow Hr State law was 
changed a year ago to allow expand- 
ed drinking hours. But It In- 
advertently covered only liquor and 
not beer and wine.

Bingham County's declaration 
was issued at tlie request of 
Wnpelio farmer Thain Evans and 
his sun Dean. The Evanses said a di- 
saster declaration would allow* 


them to get on emergency permit to 
drill un irrigation well to provide 
water for crops when their allot- 
ment of water from the Blnckfoot Ir- 
rigotion District is exhausted, possi- 
bly within three weeks. 

"Thid should open the gate and 
cut through a bunch of red Uipo," 
Commission Chairman Dole Aruve 
said. "They are not asking for any 
funding. They just want everybody 
U) got out of the way so they can irri- 
gate their crops." 

Dean Evans said Snake River 
Watormaster Ron Carlson urged 
them to wnit until the middle of 
July to ovnluotc the situation. 

"That’s fine with us, but it might 


not give us enough tipie to find a 
driller and get the well dnlled," 
Evans said. "We’re not asking for 
finnneiol assistance. Wo already 
have the money." 

In drafting n letter to Andrus as- 
king for the disaster declaration. 
Arave said the water shortage may 
not affect all or even a significant 
percentage of county farmland. But 
it will be severe enough to cause 
those affected to lose their potato 
crops if they arc unable to obtain 
water, he said. 

“It would take too long for them 
to get tt permit the regulor way," 
Arave said. ’The crops would be 
gone.

• The incident made him “look 
like an international criminal, 
iike one of the most wanted” and 
damaged his reputation, Hansen 
said. “1 want them to have to pay 
for it."

Inmate sues 
over extent 
of AIDS virus 

BOISE (AP) - An inmate at the 
Idaho State Penitentiary has sued 
the Idaho Department of Health and 
Welfare and the Deportment of Cor- 
rections, alleging that IS prisoners 
arc Infected with the AIDS virus or 
have tested positive for the virus In 
the facility, instead -.o/ the one an- 
nounced earlier this month by prison 
offlclols. 

Lee Hays, a clerk In the prison 
library, filed the suit in 4th District 
Court on June 19. Hays Is calling (or 
mandatory testing of all prisoners 
and guards (or the AIDS virus and 
quarantine if the results are posi- 
tive. 

Hays claims the Correction 
Department has deliberately 
covered up the extent of the disease 
in the prison. 

' Dr. Kelly Mutch, Corrections 
Department medical director, said 
only one Inmate has.bcen found with 
the AIDS virus. He was diagnosed 
■through a routine test at the prison 
blood plasma center. 

In the post, up to 12 prisoners 
tested positive for the virus, but 
later confirming tests indicated 
they were not infected, he said. 

Mutch said prison officials had 
mounted an effort to educate the 
inmates about the spread of AIDS. 
He said Monday that he still advises 
against a mass screening of the 
prison population. 

"I don't know where Mr. Hays Is 
;ctting his figures," Mutch said. 
'Thlsls typical Inmate jive."

LOGAN, Utah (AP) - First 
District Judge VcNoy Christoffersen 
has dismissed the 555 million suit 
challenging existence of the Inter- 
mountain Milk Producers Associa- 
tion. 

The suit had threatened the merg- 
er going Into effect Wednesday of 
the Intcrmountaln Milk Producers 
Association with the Denver-based 
Wc.stcrn Dairymen's Cooperative. 
The new Mountain Empire 
Dairymen's Association will repre- 
sent 1,500 dairymen in 10 states and 
will be the I4th largest dairy 
cooperative in the nation. 

Chrlstoffersen's ruling Monday 
left open the possibility the suit 
could be rcrilcd seeking damages on 
other grounds, but plaintiffs’ at- 
torney George Dalncs said he will, 
recommend his clients appeal the 
decision rather than rcfilc the suit. 

"Wc don't want a monetary dam- 
age award, Wc want the Cache 
Valley Dairy Association controlled 
by local farmers again, and it is very 
clear the Judge is not going to con- 
sider that possibility," he said.. 

.. The .suit .Illcd. by seven former., 
directors of the Cache Valley Dairy 
Association challenged the forma- 
tion of IMPA tn January of 1986. The 
association was formed by combin- 
ing thc 'CVDA with three smaller 
associations., The IMPA represents 
producers in Utah and portions of 
Idaho, Wyoming. Nevada and 
California. I. 

The suit contended the formation 


of IMPA violated slate merger law 
because non-producer equity holders' 
were not allowed to vote. 

The IMPA contended the forma- 
tion was not completed under the 
merger statute, but under statutes 
governing consolidations. 

Chrislolfcrscn rul()d that ". . . 
there was no merger or consolida- 
tion, but there was a transfer of 
assets by CVDA to IMPA.’’ 

He said. "The court holds that a 
merger or consolidation is not an ex- 
clusive alternative to a change or ef- 
fecting a consolidation by exchange 
of assets." 

The Judge said the formation of 
IMPA could not be undone, because, 
"There arc many other entitles and 
people involved that hove changed 
their position In reliance on transfer 
of assets and it would be inequitable 
for the court to consider the 
remedies of rescission and restitu- 
tion."

Mitsubishi raises car prices 


DETROIT (AP) “ Mitsubishi 
Motor Sales of America Inc. raised 
its car and light truck prices Mon- 
day. citing increasing strength of 
the yen compared to the U.S. dollar.

There was no change in suggested 
retail prices of optional equipment. 


The new tax law — and It is new, with different 
aspects popping up almost daily — both max- 
imizes the tax breaks and minimizes the effect of 
the crackdowns. 

The new gross income test for dependency 
deductions In 1987, (or instance, ls$i,900. TtiaUs 
good for you if you support dependents. The 
dependents can earn 76 percent more in 1987 than 
in 1986 and still qualify. (In 1986, If your depen- 
dents earned 51,080, they generally wouldn’t 
qualify as deductible dependents.) So the new 
gross income limit is goM news. 

The new law raises the medical expense door 
5C percent higher, Eli J. Warach, chief tax con- 
sulting editor of Prentice Hall, stressed to me. It 
had been 5 percent and is now Vh percent of ad- 
justed gross income. That is bad news. 

Under both the new and old law, if your 
relative's income exceeded the gross Income 
limil, you generally could not claim the 
dependency exemption. 

But if you provide more thon half the support, 
you still can get credit for the medical cxj^nscs 
you pay for the dependent. 

Now, let's put it all together — bad and good — 
and sec l\pw to make the most of it. 

Somclaxpaycrs, probably including you, 
assume that if you can't take the dependency 
exemption for a relative, neither can you get any 
deduction for that person. Fortunately, that Is 
Jusi not the case. There arc always medical ex- 
penses. 

Let’s say that your mother has Interest In- 
come of 52,500, plus another 53,000 In Social Secu- 
rity. Vou can't take the $1,900 dependency ex- 
emption for her — she has too much gross In- 
come. Let's also a^umc that you actually pay 
Ihccxpcnscsof your mother's medical care. In 
addition, you contribute more than half her sup- 
port. The good news here Is that you arc entitled - 
to the deduction for medical expenses. 

There's an even bigger incentive to do this. The 
medical expenses you pay for your mother may 



help you get over' the new, higher threshold. You 
ad(i Mother’s medical expenses to yours to sec if 
they reach thc7>i! percent floor. 

Here's one Lyplcal situation: Daniel gives his 
mother 56.500 in support payments each year. 
She also gets roughly $3,000 from Social Security 
and $2,500 In bank inlcrcst that she uses to sup- 
port herself. Ills mother's yearly medical ex- 
penses run about 52,000 more thdb what 
Medicare covers. 

Even though Daniel provides more than half of 
his mother's support ($6,500 vs. 55,500), he can- 
not claim a dependency deduction (or her. She 
docs have $2,500 of income subject lo tax. That . 
knocks out Ihc dependency deduction. 

But Daniel decides to get as much tax benefit 
as possible out of an otherwise tax-losing posi- 
tion. And his mother doesn’t lose a thing. (She 
won't pay any tax.) Instead of giving his mother 
56,500 in general support, Daniel pays the 52,000 
in medical bills and provides $4,500 in general 
support payments. 

Daniel still doesn't get a dependency exemp- 
tion deduction for his mother. But now, for tax 
purposes, her medical expenses arc his medical 
expenses. Reason : For someone to qualify as a 
"medical dependent, " the taxpayer only has lo 
provide more than half of his or her support. 
There's no income lest here. 

' The bigtax-savlng payoff: Daniel now adds his 
mother's expenses to his own ( and those of his 
wife and children) when figuring up his medical 
deduction. Her expenses may well get Daniel

Easy tips for safe outdoor dining 

Don’t let food poisoning spoil your fun

TWIN FALLS - The long d.iys of 
summer arc upon us. and what bet- 
ter way to celebrate the warm 
weather than by spending the 
Fourth of Juty outdoors. 

Food always tastes better while 
picnicking, barbccueing or camping, 
but outdoor dining can be less .than 
pleasant if food poisoning spoils the 
fun. Several easy precautions can be 
taken to keep your summer outing 
carefree. 

The best method to avoid food 
poisoning, but not practical by any 
means for summer activities. Is to 
keep your food refrigerated from 
preparation to serving. But even 
when roughing it outdoors, 
perishable foods like meal and 
poultry, should still be kept cold. 

At warm temperatures - Co 
degrees and over — food poisoning 
bacteria can begin to multiply and 
cause illness, according to "Safe 
Food to Go.” a bulletin published by 
thc U.S. Department of AgricuHurc. 
At summer temperatures of 80 
degrees and above. b.ictcria multip- 
ly very rapidly. 

. For some food poisoning means on- 
ly uncomfortable Intestinal Hu-likc 
symptoms, but It can cause serious 
problems for the young, the elderly 
and people with other illnesses. 

The microscopic bacteria which 
cause several forms of food poisoning 
arc difficult to deal with because you 
can’t see, smell or taste them. But 
by observing cold storage, sanitation 
and thorough cooking rules, you can 
keep your food safe on summer 
outings or iii your lunch box by 
following a few sfinpic guidelines 
prepare^by the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture; 

• Use the same care preparing 
food for outdoor cooking as you 
would for Indoor cooklng^and take 
what you know abour kitchen 
cleanliness out to the grill. 

• Keep . everything that touches 
food clean. Slop and wash your

hands before preparing food, and 
wash all utensUs, bowls and counter- 
tops with bot, soapy water between 
work on each dish. - - 

If there's no water faucet 
available, ijse disposable, wet han- 
diwlpcs to clean your hands. 

• Thaw frozen foods in the 
rcfrigcralor, not on the countertop. 
It’s not safe to thaw meat and 
poultry on the kitchen counter. 
Bacteria can multiply dangerously 
In the outer lovers before Inner 
areas have thawed. 

• Cook foods thoroughly. Pork 
chops and ribs should be cooked until 
all pink Is gone. Poultry should be 
cooked until there Is no red In the 
joints. Fresh fish should be cooked 
until it “flakes" with a fork. 

If you like you steak rare or medi- 
um-rare, just remember there Is a 
chance some food poisoning organ- 
isms can survive such short cooking 
times. 

• Keep your food on Ice. For a 
relaxed, worry-free picnic, keep your 
perlshaole food — ham, potato or 
macaroni salod, hamburger, hot 
dogs, lunch meat, cooked beef or 
chicken, deviled eggs, custard or 
cream pics — in a cooler. 

While all moyonnalsc-based salads 
should be kept on Icc, the mayon- 
naise you buy at (he store is cot a 
food poisoning villain. Its high acid 
content actually slows bacterial 
growth, but home-made mayon- 
naise, if made without lemon juice or 
vinegar, can be risky. 

The cooler should be wcll-insulatcd 
and packed with icc, or you can use a' 
frccze-pocK insert. Cold drinks In 
cans help keep other food cool, too.

When possible, keep the cooler in 
the shade. When traveling, place the 
cooler Inside the car rather than the 
tnink. ^ ^ ^ 

...What to do with Icltovcrs? Put 
perishable foods back In the cooler 
as soon -as you finish eating. Don't 
leave 'them sitting on the picnic 
table while you go for a swim or a 
hike. 

If you are away from home no 
more than four or five hours, and 
your perishables arc kept on Ice ex- 
cept when cooked and served, you 
should be able to save the leftovers. 

What • should you do about 
perishables when you're on a camp- 
ing trip? While you will be away 
from ^he conveniences of the kitch- 
en, it Is still possible to use wise 
Judgment In handling and preparing 
foMsoutdoors. 

Cooler space will be limited, and 
you'll need it for food that must be 
xept cold: fresh meat and poultry, 
milk, butter and eggs. 

But if the trip Involves several 
meals, how 'can you solve the 
refrigeration problem? 

' Don't take any more foods requir- 
ing ice than you can use early In the 
trm. , . 

Later In the trip you can use foods 
that don't need to be' kept cold, like 
canned meat and fish, conned soups 
and slews and such standbys as 
peanut butler and dry and cooked 
cereal;. 

Probably the second toughest 
camping problem Is how to cope 
without reliable tap-water. Using 
bottled water for drinking or mixing 
with food is a good solution. 

If you donU have bottled water, 
you can boll stream or river water 
for 15 minutes to rid the water of 


viruses and bacteria. After boUlog, 
let the water stand for SO^mlnules so 
sediments settle to the bottom. Dip 
out and strain through a clean clotb. 

. lf..you catch fish while camplo^ 

remember, ■ they are mghiy 

perishable: After cleantog. wash ftsh 
thoroughlyr Cook Immediately 'or 
wrap lightly and keep In the cooler 
with icc for no longer tnon 24 hours. 

If you are planning to serve hot 
foods on a picnic or other ouUng, 
remember mat bacteria can grow 
when temperatures fall below 125 
degrees. But hot foods can be kept 
above that temperature In n proper- 
ly functioning thermos bottle. 

Check the seal around the stopper 
to mokc.surc It fits tightly. This will 
keep the food at a safe, high 
temperature. 

Right before use, rinse the clean 
thermos with boiling water. Then br- 
ing the food (0 as high a 
temperature as possible before pour- 
ing It in. 

If you can keep your bot food 
above 140 degrees, It should stay 
safe. At this Temperature liquid Is 
hot to the touch. 

Try to prepare just enough ther- 
mos food to serve your guest without 
any leftovers. If you do have any 
left. It's best to discard it when you 
get home. 

A thoroughly cooked casserole will 
usually slay safe fond warm) lo cool 
weather if you Insulate It well. 

Try scvcrol layers of aluminum 
wrap, followed by newspapers and a 
towel. Put the wrapped casserole in 
the bottom of a cardboard box. fit- 
ting other Items around U. Serve as 
soon as you reach your dcstlnotlon. 
Again, discard the leftovers at 
home. 


Haven fun.— and safe — barbecue. 
Review the tips below and make 
them part of your cookout routine. 

• PICK A SAFE SPOT: Choose a 
well-ventlioted area for grilling. 
Don't light a fire where a nare-up 
could Ignite nearby greenery. Moke 
sure the grill stands firm and level 
orlsplac^ona flatsurface. 

~ •OFF TO ~A FAST START: Li^t 
charcoal briquetUis with an electric 
charcoal starter, or liquid, solid or 
wax starters. Allow liquid starters 
to soak Into the briquettes for 1 
minute before lighting. Or, use sclf- 
lightlng briqueues. They're pre- 
Boakcaond require only a match for 
starting. 


Never use kerosene or gasoline to 
start a fire. Never pour fuel or 
starter fluid on hot charcoal bri- 
quettes. 

• •COOKING WITH GAS: If you 
havc;a gas grill you’ll avoid the has- 
sle... of flre-startlng, but before 
lighting your fire, bo sure to check 
ail valve connections and hoses to 
make sure_they arc properly con- 
nected.- • 

• KEEP YOUR DISTANCE: Work 
with long-handled utensils especially 
designeo for grilling. Sturdy gloves 
and cooking mitts prevent unneces- 
sary bums. 

•UP ‘ IN FLAMES: To reduce 
flare-ups, reduce the melting fat 
that causes them . by using lean 


ground meats and trimming os 
much fat as possible from meat 
cuts. If you have a flare-up. lower 
the heat by moving the food away 
from the coals- (or the coals away 
from the food). As a lost resort 
remove the food from the grill aod 
spiilz the fire with a- little .water 

from a pump-spray bottle. 

• PUTTING OUT THE FIRE: To

WASHINGTON (AP) - Commer- 
cial cranberry growers have voted 
overwhelmingly to continue 
operating under an Agriculture 
Department marketing order for the 
next four years. 

A total of 545 growers voted In the 
referendum held May 20-30, officials 
said. They represented about 55 per- 
cent of those eligible to vote. Of 
those voting, 500 opproved the 
marketing order, while 45 voted to 
reject II. Those voting in favor ac- 
counted for 95 percent of the volume 
of production rcprcscnlcd by all 
those voting. 

U less than two-lhirds of those 


voting had approved, and if they had 
represented less than two-thirds of 
the volume, the USDA would have 
considered ending the program.

Plants should be checked for insects 



As Ihc weather gctejwarmer, liv 

sect pests multiply foster. They can 
damage landscape and garden plants 
morcqulckly when there are more of - 
them. It pays to check plants 
regularly to sec If they are growing 
normally. 

The most common symptoms of 
pest damage arc chewed or 
discolored leaves. The most common 
chewing Insects In the Intermoun- 
tain'arca arc caterpillars. These 
"worms," as people often refer to 
them, arc the larval stage of moths 
and butterflies. 

Sometimes you can spot the adult 
moths laying eggs before the cater- 
p.illars do any damage. The cabbage 
moth begins flying around cabbage, 
broccoli and related plants 
somctimcln June or July. If plants 
arc sprayed or dusted at the time 
moths arc first noticed, most dam- 
age can be prevented. Cabbage fami- 
ly plants must be treated weekly to

prevent damage from the cabbage 
worm since the moths are active 
laying eggs all summer. 

Several different insecticides can 
be used to control caterpillars. 
Diazlnon andScvln arc the most 
readily available. Both arc 
registered for use on fruits and 
vegetables. a.s well as ornamentals. 
They should not be applied within a 
week of harvest to avoid residues. 

An organic pesticide, sold under the 
names Dipcl. Thuricldc and Attack, 
will control most caterpillars 
without leaving any harmful residue. 
If you find chewed leaves or 


_flowcrs and can’t find any. worms 
present, the cause may be beetles, 
slugs or earwigs. Beetles fly to other 
, plants after feeding. Slugs and ear- 
wigs feed at night. Diazlnon and 
Sevin arealso effective in controll- 
ing beetles. Slugs and earwigs arc 
more effectively controlled with 
balls scattered on the ground 
around plants. 

Sucking Insects turn leaves mottl- 
ed or brown. They pierce leaves, 
stems or twigs and suck the sap out , 
of the plants. They arc most likely to 
be found hldlngon the bottoms of 
leaves. Some pests, such as mites, 
arc so small that It almost requires 
magnification to sec them. 

Malathlon is effective In controlling 
many sucking insects. 

Borers can cause browning and 
death of twigs or branches. Once 
they have tunneled under the bark, 
they can’t be reached with 
pesticides. The bronze birch borer

Appliance companies have 
noted this, as evidenced by their 
non-stop parade of fruit-processing 
gadgets that churn Mother Nature’s 
wholesome contributions Into Juices, 
purees, extracts, sorbets, ice 
creams, shakes and now what? 

Nikkal Industries, the company 
that revolutionized the Donvicr, the 
non-fuss way to make homemade ice 
cream, has struck again with 
another innovation. Cordial con- 
noisseurs, at your service is Cordial- 
ly Yours from Donvler tS65), the 
electric, slow-heating appliance that 
converts fruits, nuts and spices into 
aromatic liqueurs. If you have ever 
made liqueurs at home, you know 
that the aging process needed to ac- 
quire that soothing mellow flavor 
takes from one to six months. 

Not so in the Donvler. 

By imitating nature — that Is, 
converting household current to ra- 
diant energy like Ihc sun's - Cor- 
dially Yours can make liqueurs In 
just two to 12 hours In its insulated 
covered conlalncr. The process is 
very simple. Alcohol (usually vodka 
because it is clear with less odor and 
taslc) Is poured into the container, 
then mixed 'with . chopped fruits, 
zest. Juices or flavorings (like coffee, 
anise, almond), spices and sweeten- 
ing. The automatic timer Is set ac- 
cording to the recipe. When the time 
Is up, the mixture is strained and 
poured into a bottle for Indefinite 
storage. 

Aside from boiling, which decom- 
poses fruit, flavor, aroma and 
. nutrients, the cordial maker 
eliminates' Ihc other steps frequent- 
ly called for In typical liqueur 
recipes; shaking, turning, filtering 
and adding ingredients over lime., 
However, when using fruit, peel or 
nuts, it is best to allow the heated 
product to sit for about three days 
before straining to obtain a fully 
steeped taste. Also.^avc the drained 
fruit. A taste bonus, as we have 
discovered after making a rich red 
raspberry liqueur, comes from the 
delightful liqueur-enhanced fruit. 
This made a nice topping for ice 
cream, or you can use it for any 
other dessert. 

In addition to time and labor, sav- 
ings of 30 percent to 65 percent ovgr 
costs of commercial liqueurs arc 
another advantage of the Donvicr 
appliance. A bonus for liqueur fans 
who want to avoid the high caloric 
content of commercial products is 
that sugar substitute may be used 
when making liqueur in the Donvicr. 
The artificial sweetener should, 
however, be added after the aging in 
the unit. 

Cordially Yours is not just for the 
cordial connoisseur but has been 
discovered to be a creative tool for 
making vinegar from leftover wine, 
flavored vinegars, flavored oils and 
fruit syrups. To make flavored 
vinegar, start with white wine or 
distilled white vinegar; steeping 
takes about six hours. For every four 
cups vinegar, add one cup of loosely 
packed fresh herbs such as basil,

Do you remove leaves from 
tomato and melon--planls-ln tho- 
bclief that exposing the fruits to the 
sunlight will help ripen them? 

Doing this can have undesirable 
results, says Lee Taylor, exigbslon 
horticulturist at Michigan Stale 
University. Scorched or sunburned 
tomatoes develop yellow areas that 
turn white and blislcry as Lhcy 
ripen, and arc not good to eat. 

Also, removing plant leaves can 
cut production, and melons arc not 
as sweet as they m ight be. 

Leaves help manufadlurc the food 
for the plant, Including the sugar in 
the fruits, Taylor explains. Remove 
some of the leaves and you reduce 
the plant's ability to carry on 
■photosynthesis and so reduce Its ca- 
pacity to produce fruit. j

After branches have been damaged, 
pruning Is the only remedy. Trees 
which arc watered regularly and fer- 
tilized yearly can resist borer at- 
tack. 

Thclcafmlncrisanothcrpest ” 
which is difficult to reach with 
pesticides after it has tunneled In- 
side the leaf. Systemic pesticides 
such as Orlhcnc arc somewhat ef- 
fective. 

If you arc not sure what pest is 
causing damage, a combination In- 
secticide such as Isotox may be a 
good choice. However, most com- 
bination insecticides cannot be used 
on food plants because of residue 
problems, 

You can help in solving pest pro- 
blems by taking a sample to a local 
nursery or garden store for Iden- 
tification. Pest control services are 
also available in most communities.

Many delegates 
openly questioned the wisdom of 
even calling this two-day meeting. 

“Our people figure It cost about 
$1.8 million to put on this cost-cut- 
ting convention,” said Dave Gavltt, 
commissioner of the Big East Con- 
ference.

One question In the delegates' 
minds was how the powerful Presi- 
dents Commission would react to Its 
first legislative defeat. Since It was 
formed In 19S4, the Commission hod 
been undefeated fn its moves to push 
through reform legislation. 

Chancellor John Slaughter of 
Maryland, chairman of the 44- 
member Commission, promised It 
would rc-doublc Itscfforts. 

“Naturally, we’re disappointed 
that some of the legislation^ wc. pro- 
posed has “'nol been adopl^d^' 


Slaughter said. “But It points out 
(he significance of what wc sold 
yesterday — that there arc signifi- 
cant areas of disagreement, and 
that's not going to change until peo- 
ple begin to Identify some better 
understanding of these Issues .1 
think also the Presidents Commis- 
sion failed to do a good enough lob of 
working with other presidents and 
chief executive officers to get them 
to understand why wc felt it was 
important that they support our 
proposals. To a large extent, presi- 
dents- artd chanccllors-around -the 
country have not followed our lead. 
And that's probably our fault." 

The Commmisslon will not relin- 
quish Us new position of leadership 
in college sports, Slaughter said 

"By all means. Wc were establish- 
ed to make sure that presidents had 
a voice In what happens in Intcr- 


caUegiate athletics. Now, that’s 
more Important than ever." 

Coaches Joe Patemo of Penn State 
and Tom Osborne of Nebraska were 
among those speaking against a 
Pac-10 proposal to trim overall foot- - 
ball scholarships at Division I-A 
schools from 95 to 90. . 

._.The proposition foiled 69-39. A 
short time later, the convention 
passed a motion to Indefinitely 
postpone consideration of a Commis- 
sion measure to cut scholarships In 
12 'men's Division I sports and 10 
womcn's-Divlslon-1- sports. Olympic 
officials had also opposed it. 

In moving that It be suspended, 
delegates referred to the failure to 
cut football grints. 

Delegates to last January’s con- 
vention voted to reduce the number* 
of scholarships a^ football program 
can give in one year from 30 to 25.

WIMBLEDON. England - Jimmy 
Connors has never done things the 
easy way. 

He's a scrambler, a battler, a 
singles hitter, a-flghler. who stuns, 
you with a flurry of punches but who 
lacks a knockout blow. 

So, he said, it Just took him a long 
time Tuesday to wear down Mikael 
Pemfors and advance to the 
quarterfinals of Wimbledon.

One moment of indeci- 
sion from West Is all that South 
needs before be sneaks off with to- 
day's game. 

North's reverse of two diamonds 
was a one-round force, and when 
South chose his most de^ptive re- 
bid, he became declarer at the no- 
trump gome- 

West made the normal lead from 
his "longest and strongest" and 
dummy’s spade Jack held. When 
South continued with the spade 
king. West refused to win for two 
reasons. First, he didn't want to es- 
tablish South's queen and 10. and 
second, be didn't want to face the 
problem of finding the right shift. 

That's all the time that South 
needed. He rattled off six club win- 
ners and the diamond ace, claiming 
game and rubber for his side. 

^en South continues with the 
spade king at trick two, West should 
'concern himself with only one ques- 
;tion: "Who has the queen of clubs"? 
, ^Ince South didn't start the clubs 
at trick two, It was a virtual cer- 
tainty that the suit was solid. And 
with six club winners and the dia- 
mond ace for South, West couldn't 
afford to duck the spade king. 

Since the spade king looks strong- 
ly like trick number nine for declar- 
er, West should grab It and switch 
desperately to hearts. East wins and 
retums'the 10. and the four heart 
winners stop the game.
